Died Alone and Uncared For. 
Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

BATTLE CREEK, MICH., February 13.—The 
residents of Johnstown, north of this city, 
are in a fever of excitement over the finding 
of the body of Mrs. Brant Myers by a neigh- 
bor who chanced to goto her house. From the 
state of decay of the body it was evident 
that she had been dead full two weeks. She 
was a widow, about sixty years of age, and 
resided all alone, remote from the neighbors. 
A coroner’s jury was immediately sum- 
moned, but as she had said nothing to her 
neighbors, and no one had been there before 
for several weeks, but little was elicited. It 
is not known whether she died suddenly of 
heart disease or whether she had been pois- 
oned for hermoney. From the appearance of 
the house and contents it would seem that she 
bad arisen, lighted the fire and laid down up- 
on the bed with her clothes on, simply pulling 
a quilt over her, and in this condition she had 
died. The Coroner’s jury was adjourned to 
Saturday to see if anything more could be 
found out.

His wounds were 
at first thought to be fatal, but on examina- 
tion it was found that one ball struck the 
skull and glanced around the skin and the 
other struck a rib and did not penetrate fur- 
ther. The affair caused great excitement for 
atime.

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Henderson's Commerce Bill Adopt- 
ed in Committee. 


Meeting of Missouri Congressmen—Cap- 
ital News. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 13.— The 
House Committee on Commerce has adopted 
Henderson’s bill to appoint a commission to 
investigate and report on the subjeet of Gov- 
ernment supervision of railroads. Reagan 
and others will not be satisded with this; bnt 
they willtrytoget Reagan’s bill before the 
House by reinttodueig it and sending it 
to anotber committee. 

Mr. Henderson’s bill was amended in sev- 
eral particulars beforeit was accepted asa 
substitute. It provides for a board of com- 


wissioners with powers and du- 
ties similar to those proposed by 


Mr. MeCord’s bill and the Charles Francis 
Adams plar.““ Oneof the amendmen‘s ex- 
tends the jurisdiction of the Commissioner 
over the pian mof ail property from 
one State or Territory into or through one or 
more other States or Territories, or to or from 
any foreign country, whether such property 
be carried by one railrca lor by several rail- 

roads running in connection with each other, 
and whether such commerce be carried on 
roads lying wholly within one State or more. 

Another amendment, adopted on motion of 
Mr. Bliss, requires the commission to inquire 
into that method of railroad management 
known as pooling“ and state the result of 
their inquiry in their firstannual report, and 
whether in their judgment any, and, if so, 
what legislation is expedient in relation 
thereto. The Senate committee will vote upon 
Ingalls case Monday next. 

At the Senate investigation to-day into the 
removal of the Cheyennes and Poncas the at- 
tention of Bright Eyes’’ was called to a pa- 
per * purporting to be signed by the heads of 
nearly all the Ponca families asking the 
Presiden: to mcve the tribe to a new reserva- 
tion in the Indian Territory.

Since you have manifested a desire to learn 
all about our project for street sprinkling it is 
with great pleasure I give you the following 
facts: Dana Mansfield, attorney forR. G. Dun 
& Co., of this city, is the patentee. The appar- 
atus has been fully described in the press, 
Yuur own sterling P.-D. among the number. 
Last April (1879) we put down asa test the 
square bounded by Market and Chestnut 
streets (east side of Seventh street), and the 
verdict both by the English and German 
papers was unanimously in its favor. On the 
13th of June, 1879,we introduced an ordinance 


in the House of Delegates asking the right of 
way to lay the I The ordinance or bill 
was ordered printed and referred to the House 
Committee on Puvlic Improvements, of which 
committee Mr. Ziegenheim is chairman. Up 
to this time the committee has failed te report, 
We ask no.exclusive franchise, simply permis- 
sion to lay the pipe, and are prepared to in- 
demnify the city against any damage by giving 
a sufficient bond, 350,000 if necessary. In 
October last we organized a stock company 
under the laws of the State with a capital of 
$100,000. It we get the right of way we will 
go to work with a will, and in a comparatively 
short time can demonstrate tothe people of 
this city that the way to lay the dust has been 
discovered. I am led to believe the bill will be 
1eported tothe House at the next meeting. 
Any assistance from the P.-D. will be highly 
appreciated by your sincere friend,

Disposition of the Estates of Charles 
Tieman and Ferdinand Lingenau. 


, — 
They Leave Nearly $10,000, Which Goes 


| into the State Treasury. 


The Remarkable Will Left by a Social- 
istic Agitator. 


Some curious cases occasionally tern up in 
the office of the City Public Adminis- 
trator. ° The law governing States 
is probably the mostintricate on the statute 
books, and the property that people leave be- 
hind them often take strange courees before it 
reaches its final destination. The question is 
sometimes asked, What becemes of the 
property of deceased persons when there are 
no visible heirs or claimants? Such cases 


are, of course, liable to arise 
and often do so. The law makes provision 
that in such instances the property shall be 
converted into money and that ahe money 
shall, after a reasonable length of time, be 
paid into the State Treasury, where it be- 
comes a part of the general public fuads. 

There is probably more money received by 
the State Treasury in this manner than is gen- 
erally supposed. Two cases are just now at 
hand. The first is that of 

CHARLES G. TIEMAN, 

who lost his life at the Southern Hotel fire 
in this city in April, 1877. 
He was a gambler, but generally 
It is cer- 
tain that he displayed great personal eourage 
at the terrible conflayration above-named. 
In fact, he was one of the heroes of the occa- 
sion, having lost his life intrying to rescue 
some persons from the burning building. 
Public Administrator Martrom D. Lewis 
took charge of Tieman's estate, 
which was found to consist of some monev 
and land. He had no relatives in the eity and 
no one knew ofany he had in the United 
States. Allthat could be learned of his life 
before he came here was that he once worked 
in a saw mill at Red Wing, Minnesota. After 
paying all the legal costs arising out 
of the administration of the estate, 
there remained the land whichis in Lyon 
county, Kansas, and the sum of $8540 in 
money. After waiting about three years for 
some one to set up a claim to the property, 
Public Administrator Lewis put an adver- 
tisement in the POstT-DISPATCH on the 6th 
of the present month, in which it was stated 
that if this mone was 
‘not claimed by the heirs of said Tieman be- 
fore June 1, 1880, it will be paid into the 
treasury of the State of Missouri,“ which will 

robably be its final disposition, as had there 

een any legal claimants they would probably 
have made themsclves known before now. 
Money of this kind, it may be remarked, 
is not finally lost to any legal heirs who may 
exist after it goes into the State Treasury, but 
muy, With proper proofs, be recovered any 
time within twenty years. 

The other case is that of 

JOHANN CARL FERDINAND LINGENAU, 

a Sccialist,who died in this city Agust 5,.1877. 
Lingenau was a native of Prussia and took out 
naturalization papers in Chicago in 1857, and 
lived here fora number of years prior to his 
death. Hetookan active part in the great 
strike in July, 1877, and was a leading 
agitator. He had accumulated considerable 
property and after his death there was found 
2 will which bore date March 18, 1876. This 
will was probably one of the most singular 


testamentary papers ever left wy 4 
man supposed to be in dis prop - 
er mind. It Was offered for 


Probaie dy nis friends, but Judge Woerner 
refused to receiveit, on account of absurd 
construction and impracticable provisions. 
There is, now a copy of it in the office of the 
Clerk of the Probate Court. With all the 
papers attached it is quite bulky, but the 
most interesting and important 
part covers only two or three pages of foolscap 
and si as follows: 
MY LAST WILL. 

Motto: That at last it may become better on 
buis une earth. 
Knowing that knowledge is a supreme pow- 
er, and that ignorance is the principal cause 
of the exploitation of men through men, and 
that only through enlightenment by word and 


letter man can become really free 
and acquire a knowledge of him- 
self, and the few

words “know thyself’’ all his intellectual 
and bodily welfare is contained, I deem it to

tect the interest of poor people of 
both sexes in respect

and to convince them that by virtue of the 
innate right of-equality this beautiful earth 
with its products belongs to all mankind, and 
not to allow in the future, as heretofore, a 
small minority to avail themselves alone of 
the same, and that this plane and no other 
is the paradise of mankind. To accomplish 
the foregoing object, to which, of 
course, also belongs the eiancipation 
of women and their infant children, their ex- 
clusion from all work in factories, as long as 
the present pitiable state of affairs, subver- 
sive to human health, and therefore shortæn- 
log the human life, ie in existence. I Wish to

St. Valentinus was a bishop or presbyter of 
Rome who suffered martyrdom in A. D. 270, 


during the Claudian persecution. His death 
was a painful one, as he was first beaten with 
clubs and then decapitated.

partof his remains are preserved in the 
Church of St. Praxedes at Rome, where a

ORLGIN OF VALENTINES. 

The origin of sending valentines and of the 
customs peculiar tothe day is wrapped in 
obecurity. By some it is derived from the 
fact that the birds are supposed to select their 
mates on this day.
